went on, toe cuts in his rent 
supplements program from $40 
million to $10 million. 
But 


this was at least "better than 
nothing," he remarked. 


Such 
actions, he asserted, 


were "not toe way to get at 
the problems" of city life, and 
they were making this a less 
productive session of Congress 
that he would have liked. His 
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final 
record 
of legislative 


achievements in 1967 will not 
be as good as in toe past two 
years, he predicted, but com. 
pared to most other sessions 
in recent decades it "will stand 
reasonably well." 


Johnson refused to predict the 


fate of his tax proposal, but 
neither would he concede da- 
feat or even delay until Con- 
gress returns in January. 


"All I can say is what we feel 


very strongly," he declared. 
He would simply continue to 
do all he can to persuade Con. 
gress of the need for urgent 
action, he said, to avoid infla- 
tion, to keep down the interest 
rates that "are galloping every 
day" and to "maintain a sem. 
Wance of paying part of our 
bills as we go along." 


The economy could not only 


stand a tax increase but "re- 


quires" it, Johnson remark, 
ed. 


The President recalled the 


argument of opponents of a 
tax Increase that the economy 
could not take it and toe sup- 
port that he then marshalled 
from 
prominent economists, 


businessmen and labor leaders. 
He recalled toe plea that ap- 
propriations be cut first and 
his suggestion that congress 
"just call toe roll" and cut 
as it passed the money bills. 


It now looks as if there will 


be cuts of between $4 billion 
and $5 billion, he said, and he 
will approve them, though some 
were of "doubtful wisdom." He 
was further prepared to cooper- 
ate 
with Congress in joint 


studies of programs and priori, 
ties and to do any other reason- 
able thing.

well may become one of the 
trade-marks of his tenure. 


Within the space of the past 


fortnight, for example, three 
prime issues have popped up 
which 
illustrate 
the point. 


There have been others of less 
contemporary note. 


On the more timely front, he 


was asked the other day: "If 
the General Assembly enacts 
a one percent income tax, would 


you sign it?" 


Now, few items are more con. 


troversial, more touchy, more 
politically explosive and usually 
more desirous 
of skittering 


around 
from 
a gubernatorial 


commitment 
standpoint than 


what a Governor might do on 
a tax issue he himself has not 
recommended as a tight part 
and parcel of his own tax pro. 
gram. 
Mr. Shafer neglected to skit- 


ter however, and in reply to the 
question of whether he would 
sign a one percent income tax, 
stated flatly: 


"That's right." 
Of course, Mr. Shafer all along 


has shown a penchant for the in- 
come tax, having proposed ear 1» 
ier that a "stand-by" one per. 
cent income tax be enacted to 
become effective when appro- 
priations reach the $1.9 billion- 
mark (this in addition to the near 
.$300 million tax increase he 
has already proposed which 
does not include anincometax). 


The second illustration con- 


cerns state aid to non-public 
schools (private and parochial 
schools) which in recent ses- 
sions of Pennsylvania's Legis- 
lature has become a perennial, 
ly controversial question of no 
small magnitude. 


Asked where he stood on this 


issue, which has simmered and 
seethed in the current session 
and threatens to boil to the front 
when lawmakers returnNovem- 
ber 13 from their current re- 
cess, Mr. Shafer replied: 


"I am in favor of state aid to 


non-public school students with- 


in the framework of our govern- 
ment." 


And there was the question of 


whether a statewide lottery 
might not be the answer to fi- 
nancing the mushrooming finan- 
cial needs of Pennsylvania's 
equally 
mushrooming school 


system, to which he replied: 


"I am most certainly against 


the use of a lottery for the pur- 
pose of financing the education 
of our children." 


There you have it via three 


illustrations—which is not to 
say by any stretch' of the imag- 
ination that Mr. Shafer can al- 
ways be counted upon to com- 
mit himself prematurely on giv- 
en controversial issues. 


There are many on which he 


has followed the path of his 
predecessors in saying simply: 
"Pll determine my course on 
that after the legislation in ques- 
tion reaches my desk." 


Democratic Governor Law- 


rence was one of the greatest 
exponents of this noncommital 
strategy, ofttimes telling news- 
men when such a question was 
asked: 


"Fve told you repeatedly it is 


not my policy to say what Pll 
do with a piece of legislation 
before it reaches my desk." 


Most chief executives in gen- 


era! have followed this precept 
including Governor Scranton, 
Mr. Shafer's predecessor. Gov- 
ernor 
Shafer 
ultimately may- 


reach this point but at least for 
the moment he has shown a will, 
ingness and determination to be 
quite candid and forthright on 
several different occasions!

WASHINGTON — Carl Stokes 


is a Negro Democrat who is 
narrowly favored to win elec- 
tion next Tuesday as mayor of 
Cleveland, where Negroes make 
up about 39 per cent of the 
registered voters. 


Richard Hatcher is a Negro

Both Cleveland and Gary are

Both cities 
are heavily democratic and both 
have bad race relations. 


Why, in such similar environ, 


ments, should Hatcher be run. 
ning behind while Stokes is 
running ahead? 


The most obvious answer is 


that m Gary the Democratic 
organization 
h a s deserted 


Hatcher, while in Cleveland it 
has rallied behind Stokes, who 
defeated the incumbent mayor, 
Ralph Locher, in a hard.fought 
primary. 


Hatcher probably never had a 


real chance to win organization 
support in Gary. Sources there 
describe the campaign as al- 
most a straight black-vs. white 


clash, and the organizrtion 
Democrats are so bitterly op. 
posed to the Negro candidate 
that many of them are openly 
working for Joseph D. Radi- 
gan, his Republican—but white- 
opponent. 
Nevertheless, the race is still 


close enough so that one fore- 
caster believes that Hatcher 
will win unless "all the whites 
vote and vote against him." 
Even without the. Democratic 
organization, therefore, Hatch- 
er retains a chance for vic- 
tory. 
In such a situation, every 


vote counts. Unfortunately, ob- 
servers in Gary do not believe 
Hatcher has seen it that way. 
Instead of running like a poll- 
tician, they say, he has run 
like a Negro. 


In this view, he has made no 


significant overtures toward 
whites. 
He insists that the 


election will be stolen from 
him because he is a Negro 
(which may well be true). He 
has charged that there will be 
massive frauds in white voting 
districts and is even petitioning 
the federal court to halt the 
election to prevent such frauds. 


Hatcher, a political reformer 


who started out promising to 
"clean house" in Gary, prob- 
ably has good reason for such 
fears but he seems to have 
concentrated more on making 
these charges than on seeking 
the support of the relatively 
few moderate whites who, in 
combination with Negro voters, 
might elect him. "He wants to 
be a martyr, not a mayor," 
one observer said. 


Stokes, on the other hand, won 


17 per cent of the vote in white 
districts in his primary cam. 
paign. Polls show him doing 


even better in his race against 
Seth Taft, the latest member 
of Ohio's most renowned polit- 
ical family to get his name on 
a ballot. 


Stokes has even achieved the 


prodigious feat of winning con. 
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siderable support among the 
ethnic groups. 
A local Hun. 


garian newspaper is backing 
Mm and so is the Polish al. 
liance. 
In other times and 


places, such groups have often 
been strongly anti-Negro. 


One reason for this is that 


Talt is avoiding any hint of 
racism in his campaign and, or. 
economic issues, has little rap. 
port with Cleveland's working. 
class voters. Thus, there is 
no easy alternative to Stokes 
who, in any case, is a more 
experienced municipal politi- 
cian than Taft. 


Stokes has avoided any iden. 


tification with militant black 
power groups but has worked 
hard for open occupancy and 
other civil rights legislation 
and has been active in the 
N.A.A.C.P. This means he can 
count on heavy Negro support— 
and also upon a sizable white 
vote. 
Some white leaders in 


Cleveland apparently see him 
as 
a sort of "insurance" 


against 
renewed rioting or 


other troubles in the notorious 
Hough district. 


The fact is that Stokes needs 


28 per cent of the white vote 
to win, according to Democratic 
estimates; and far more than 
Hatcher has in Gary, Stokes 
has recognized this need and 
tried to meet it. 
That is a 


major reason why one is los. 
ing and the other is winning. 


It has long been obvious that 


Negroes can seldom win power 
at the polls with Negro votes 
alone. 
If Gary confirms that 


again next Tuesday, Cleveland 
may yet show that a Negro on 
the ballot need not turn an 
election into a pitched battle 
between the races.

Secretary of State Rusk from Saigon, based

evidence that the enemy has any serious intent 
to negotiate on terms acceptable 
to us.

The fighting in the South, the 


report 
states, 
is becoming 


"more and more a North Viet- 
namese war." The latest esti- 
mate is that "there are at least 
55,000 North Vietnamese in the 
country with substantial numbers being infil- 
trated each month." 
The report also describes "mounting evi- 


dence that the Southern-born enemy is rapidly 
losing heart for the war. Once the enemy was 
able to recruit about 7,000 men per month 
from the population. Now we believe fewer than 
3 500 are recruited; and many of these are boys 
14 and 15 years of age. Women are also being 
recruited where possible in order to release 
more men to combat. 
"There is evidence of faltering morale and 


discipline among the Southern enemy—the true 
Viet Cong. There are fewer but significant signs 
that the Northern invader is likewise weaken. 
ing." 
The report cited extracts from captured 


diaries and letters. One North Vietnamese 
soldier confided to his diary: "As we go to 
the South, we are told that we are going to 
liberate the South, that we will be welcomed, 
and that we will fight the Americans. But when 
we arrive, we are not greeted as lioerators. 
'When we enter villages, the people ask us to 
leave. I begin to feel like a leper." 


One soldier wrote his parents a letter that 


was never delivered, declaring: "Today I am 
in the innermost recesses of a forest in the 
Western highlands. Here I live a life without 
joy and sometimes I feel like a dead man. We 
are waiting for the time to fight, but I have 
received some bad news. A number of my 
comrades were killed in battle. I think the same 
fate is awaiting me."

The clean-air bill to curb exhaust fumes 
comes up for debate in the House of Represen. 
tatives today (November 2), featuring a battle

Rep, John Dingell,

Democrat, a disciple of the automobile industry, 
and Rep. Edward R. Roybal, Los Angeles Demo- 
crat, a battler against smog in Southern Call- 
fornia. 
Dingell, who has an altruistic record on most 


matters, wants to nullify an amendment intro- 
duced by Sen. George Murphy, R-Calif., and 
adopted by the Senate, 88 to 0, permitting 
California to impose stricter standards on 
automobiles for curbing exhaust fumes than 
those fixed by the federal government. Murphy 
and Roybal argue that California is several 
years ahead of Washington in curbing auto- 
mobile exhaust. 
California, say the West Coast Congressmen, 


has no objection to seeing the federal govern, 
ment set standards, but it doesn't want to be 
held back by those standards. 


The man who has masterminded Congress- 


man's Dingell's lobbying move is Lloyd Cutler, 
attorney for the auto industry and one of the 
smartest lawyers in Washington. Cutler is 
adroit at pulling wires, but he has sometimes 
pulled too hard and in the wrong places. 


Last summer, for instance, he turned up in 


the office of Rep. Lionel Van Deerlin of San 
Diego, accompanied by a representative of 
Kaiser Industries. It happens that Kaiser In- 
dustries is a major client of Lloyd Cutter, and 
also has a shipyard in Van Deerlin's district. 
Thus Cutler was taking the representative of 
one client and using him to pressure the Con- 
gressman on behalf of another client. Van 
Deerlin was outraged. Last week he retaliated 
with a speech on the House floor in which he 
denounced the auto lobby. 


"Far too long," he said, "the auto industry, 


swaggering through our House Office Building 
with high-handed lobbyists — some ofthem paid 
up to $100 an hour — has sought to impose the 
auto industry's selfish interest." 


Van Deerlin called it an "arrogant campaign" 


and described the lobbyists as a "swarm from 
Detroit zeroing in on the clean.air act," 
"I invite colleagues to join in rolling back the 


pall of smog which these slick operators have 
sought to spread," said the Congressman from 
Southern California.

chandise Is ordinarily sold 
above Its cost you have an auto, 
matic tax saving when you coil, 
tribute merchandise with a sell, 
ing price higher than your cost. 
The greater the mark-up, the 
greater the tax saving. 


Suppose 
your 
corporation 


sells certain merchandise at a 
50 per cent markup and sup. 
pose it usually gives $10,000 
at this time of year to char- 
ity. If your corporation is in toe 
48 per cent tax bracket, your 
corporation's out-of^wcketcost 
is usually $5,200 after a tax 
saving of $4,800 (48 per cent 
of $10,000.)

recent years. 


It chose to turn its spotlight 


first on an outbreak in Houston 
last spring, which Houston c*. 
ficials said was instigated by 
members of the Student Nor* 
Violent Coordinating Commit. 
tee, and on the role of federal, 
ly paid anti-poverty workers in 
that city's turbulence. 


President Johnson's bill to 


continue authorization of the 
anti-poverty program has pass, 
ed the senate but is reported 
to be having trouble in the 
House, where it is expected 
to come to a vote next week. 


Yesterday's testimony, how. 


ever, did not turn out alto- 
gether badly for the Office of 
Economic Opportunity-, theanti. 
poverty agency headed by Sar« 
gent Shriver. 


Samuel L. Price, deputy di. 


rector of the Harris County 
Community Action Association, 
a Houston organization funded 
by O.E.O., testified that under 
advice of the regional O.E.O. 
office in Austin "dissenters, 
the agitators, troublemakers 
and militants" were inducted in 
a summer project designed to 
mitigate racial unrest. 


The idea, he said, was to chan. 


nel them into "constructive 
activities" but two were placed 
on the payroll were indicted in 
the shooting of a policeman dur- 
ing a May 16 riot onthe campus 
of a predominantly Negro col« 
lege. 


At the end of the summer, 


when their presence on the 
federal payroll had created a 
local controversy, Price said, 
the two and 14 other "hard 
core" militants were fired 
under pressure from Washing, 
ton.

For the present, McClellan 


said, the subcommittee would 
go into "the immediate causes 
that sparked the disorders"- 
a development at the theory 
that some of the rioting was 
planned and started by sub.

Insurance Commissioner David 
O. Maxwell is considering issui- 
ing new regulations deal ing with 
the 
sale of life 
insurance 


policies. 


Maxwell outlined his proposals 
in letters to about 340 com- 
panies 
selling 
insurance in 


Pennsylvania, his office said 
yesterday. 


The 
proposed 
regulations 


would 
greatly restrict 
the 


selling of charter policies and 
profit-sharing policies as well 
as attempting to curb "unfair, 
deceptive and unsound meth- 
ods," in general. 


After he receives industry re- 


action, Maxwell will make any 
changes he deems fit and then 
will issue 
final regulations, 


hopefully by the first of the 
year, his office reported. 


"This department has become 


increasingly concerned in re- 
cent months with the rapidly 
mounting number of instances 
brought to its attention in which 
Pennsylvania 
citizens 
have 


been misled concerning certain 
forms of life insurance con - 
tracts." Maxwell's letter said. 


The 
proposals would 
ban 


"pure guaranteed endowment 
benefits whether or not evidenc- 
ed with investment savings or 
banking operations. . . 


"Such policies distort and dis- 


guise the true nature of the in- 
surance being purchased and 
peculiarly suitable to misrepre- 
sentation and misunderstand- 
ing." 


This is a special kind of eTl- 


dowment not to be confused 
with the ordinary endowment 
policies many people hold. 


As for charter policies,they 


are the type usually issued by 
newly organized companies. 


"It is sold on the basis of 


availability and its availability 
will be limited to a specific pre- 
determined number of units of 
a fixed dollar amount and gen- 
erally provides that the policy 
holder shall participate in the 
earnings resulting from either 
the participating policies or the 
non-participating policies sold 
by the companies or perhaps 
both." 


The letter said such policies 


often lead a prospective buyer 
to think he will receive a spe- 
cial advantage in future earning 
distributions.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Gen- 


eral fund tax collections through 
the first four months of the fis- 
cal year amounted to $345,515,- 
000, 
or 1.6 per cent above the 


estimate of $340,100,000, the Of- 
fice of Administration reported 
yesterday. 


Collections for the months of 


October totaled $102,242,000, 
$7,812,000 above the estimate, 
the monthly report showed. 


Primary excesses for the fis- 


cal year were recorded in the 
cigarette, corporate net income 
inheritance, liquor and selec- 
tive business taxes, according 
to the report. 


Cigarette tax collections for 


the four months beginning July 
1 totaled $37,193,000, $2,443,- 
000 more than anticipated. 


The report pointed out, how- 


ever, that the estimate did not 
reflect the ruckle increase in the 
8-cent cigarette tax signed into 
law by Gov. Shafer two weeks 
ago. 


CNI collections came in at 


$29,635,000, $1,865,000 above 
the estimate while inheritance, 
liquor and selective business 
taxes brought in excesses of $1,- 
764,000, $529.000 and 3338,000. 


The 5 per cent sales tax, the 


largest single collector, report- 
ed below the estimate-5176,- 
738,000 collected, as opposed 
to $178,900,000 expected.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 


Shafer said yesterda> his ad- 
ministration was taking steps to 
insure that Pennsylvania's ec- 
onomy would not suffer in the 
event of a sudden halt in the 
Vietnam War and a resultant re- 
duction in defense spending. 


Shafer told a specially called 


news conference that he was 
encouraged by a report indicat- 
ing that Pennsylvania was not 
"overextended 
in 
defense 


work." 


"Pennsylvania ranks fourth in 


defense 
generated 
employ- 


ment," Shafer said. "Only 5.4 
per cent of the Pennsylvania 
work force depends on defense 
spending for jobs. In California, 
which ranks first, a total of 17 
per cent of the workers are de- 
pendent on defense employ- 
ment." 


The report was prepared by a 


three-member subcommittee of 
the Governor's Economic Advi- 
sory Council, which Shafer or- 
ganized shortly after his elec- 
tion in November. 


Two subcommittee members, 


Dr. Roy E Moor, vice president 
and economist of the Fidelity 
Bank, Philadelphia, and Henry 
Tunny,vice president and comp- 
troller of Bell Telephone Co. of 
Pennsylvania, were present at 
the news conference. Absent 
was Dr. Albert G. Matamoros, 
chief economist 
of the Arm- 


strong Cork Co. 


The report strongly indicated 


mat Pennsylvania's economy 
would not be greatly affected if 
the Vietnam War should end 
suddenly. It said a sudden and 
substantial cut in federal spend- 
ing in any major labor market 
area was unlikely. 


However, the governor said 


his administration would use the 
information in the report to pre- 
pare the state's economy for an 
orderly transition from war- 
time to peacetime spending. 


Specifically, the governor said 


he would: 


— Direct the secretary 
of 


commerce to contact defense 
oriented industries to deter- 
mine what plans they have for 
shifting to civilian produc • 
tion. 


— Transfer the 
Governor's 


Manpower Development Task 
Force to the Governor's Office, 
and direct it to contact industry 
and employe groups about what 
can be done to convert defense- 
oriented workers to a peace - 
time work force. 


—Assign the secretary of 


community affairs the job of 
contacting 
communities with 


heavy defense industries to as- 
sist them 
in setting up pro- 


grams to avert economic dis- 
aster in the event of a sudden 
change. 


The governor said he could 


not give specific figures on how 
many workers might be thrown 
out of jobs by a halt in the 
Vietnam war. 


However, he said there were 


approximately a quarter million 
workers employed by defense- 
oriented industries in Pennsyl- 
vania. 
The report further 


showed that one defense job 
usually generated one to two 
nondefense jobs. 


In fiscal 1966, Pennsylvania 


was awarded $1.7 billion in fed- 
eral defense contracts, 5.3 per 
cent of the national total. Al- 
though 400 communities were 
awarded contracts, the study 
showed that Philadelphia con- 
sistently gets about 60 per cent- 
of the prime contracts.

the overcall. If a game was 
not in the offing, then the 
penalty might still yield a 
satisfactory profit. West ac- 
cordingly doubled one heart 
and all hands passed. 


West opened the king of 


clubs. He switched to the king 
of spades and was permitted 
to hold the second trick, 
however, on the continuation 
— East's nine, dislodged de- 
clarer's ace. 


South returned the king of 


hearts and West was in again 
with the ace. He led the 
queen of diamonds on which 
East signaled with the ten 
and declarer ducked. West 
cashed the ace of clubs next 
and then switched back to the 
jack of diamonds. East over- 
took with the king and South 
played the ace. 


Declarer continued to draw 


trump by leading the jack of 
hearts. West put up the queen 
and returned his last dia- 
mond to East's nine. The 
latter cashed a high spade 
and continued with a fourth 
round of the suit. South 
ruffed 
with the seven of 


hearts and West overruffed 
with the nine. 


In all the defense took two 


spades, three hearts, two 
diamonds, and two clubs to 
administer a 500 point sting 
to South's one heart overcall.

SELF-INFLICTED WOUNDS 


Some people mutilate themselves to get what they want. 


An elderly Lancaster (England) woman with varicose 
veins developed a band of ulcers on the lower part of 
the left limb. When the physician asked if an elastic 
band had been put around the leg she resented the ques. 
tion and changed the subject. 


She was subsequently admitted to the hospital because 


the ulcers failed to improve. As the swelling subsided, a 
tiny depression in the skin encircling the leg was noted 
in the healed area. X-rays of the limbrevealed a peculiar 
indentation of the bone that coincided with the groove 
in'the skin. 


According to the British Medical Journal, the woman 


protested tnat an encircling band could not possibly be 
present. Finally she consented to an operation. When the 
lee was opened and some of the thickened bone was 
chiseled away, an elastic band was found. After it was 
divided and removed, recovery was complete. 


Ten days after leaving the hospital she returned with 


an ulcer on the leg due to a phenol burn. Shortly there, 
after she hid a light elastic band under the ring of her 
finger. Why? The woman was mentally disturbed but her

physician finally discovered that she preferred ulcers to 
boarding summer visitors, whom she resented. 


The same British physicians reported their experiences 


with a 51. year. old man with an ulcer that almost en. 
circled the lower third of his right leg. In this case, the 
band had not eroded the bone. It was removed when a 
loop of rubber appeared in the ulcer. A week later he 
returned with another band which was removed. This 
man was lonely and enjoyed the attention he received 
from the hospital staff.

hoping to gain something. They deny any knowledge of 
the origin of the lesion and cannot be tricked into ad- 
mitting the truth even when confronted with the evidence.

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York Minster 
Is Falling Down

YORK, England (AF)-York 


Minster, 
EnglancTs 
largest 


Gothic building, is going to need 
all the skills of 20th Century 
technology to save it. 
Eiperts say that unless some, 


thing Is done, the great medieval 
cathedral wfll probably be past 
saving in 15 years time and 
might become dangerous for 
people to enter long before that. 
"The piers of the central tow. 


er 
are 
carrying enormous 


weights and if one leaves it too 
late nothing could hold them 
up," warns Bernard Feilden, 
47^rear.old cathedral architect. 
"ft seems that the building has 
been affected in a series of Jerks 
over the years, and that there 
has teen rather a big jerk quite 
recently." 


Witt work already under way 


and parts of the cathedral still 
in use, Feilden has installed 
his own early warning system. 


Tell-tale strips of glass have 


been cemented over Identified 
cracks and these are inspect- 
ed daily. The glass breaks when 
a crack widens, though the 
movement may be invisible to 
the naked eye. Already five of 
the glass strips have fractured. 


A more refined type of strain 


gauge is now being installed, 
which gives an exact reading of 
the amount of movement. 


York Minster is Britain's big. 


gest medieval cathedral and at- 
tracts a million visitors a year. 
It is the metropolitan church of 
York the northern province of 
the Church of England. 


Witii repair work already 


under way, services are re. 
stricted to toe cathedral nave. 
A great excavation is roped off 
under the square central tow. 
er, which forms the very heart 
of the building. There work, 
men dig eight feet below the 
floor among foundation stones 
laid in Saxon times. 


Occasionally they find skulls 


and bones, the relics of me. 
dieval burials. 


But they are going deeper yet 


to reach the earliest Roman 
masonry, believed to be four 
feet lower. 
The people of York walk over 


a bridge of boards to reach 
their seats for services. The 
great organ, now played from 
a remote console, is muffled 
under layers of plywood and 
polythene casing to protect it 
from the dust the workmen 
raise. 
There are cracks at all levels 


in the tower. You can see dis. 
tortion in the walls and arches 
of toe transepts, caused by its 


lateral movement. 


The great size of the structure 


and its loads present toe ex- 
perts with special problems. 
The weight of the central tow. 
er is estimated to be nearly 
one-third of that of toe whole 
building and toe load on its foun- 
dations, allowing for wind pres- 
sures, is calculated at 25,000 
tons-about the weight of an 
ocean liner. 


All this rests on four main 
piers, on foundations original, 
ly sunk into waterlogged ground. 
But 
York's water table has 


dropped by four feet in the past 
century or so and it is still 
sinking. 
This, toe architects 


think, is main cause of toe 
trouble. 


Other causes of weakness are 


ascribed to passing traffic and 
defects in the stonework Itself. 


Now there's a new worry. 


Bangs 
from supersonic ail. 


craft. 


The Very Rev. Alan Richard, 


son, dean of York, recently 
sought and won an assurance 
from toe authorities that no 
experimental bangs would be 
made over toe York area. 


Meanwhile more than half of 


the two million pounds (?5,600,» 
000) initially needed for a seven- 
year repair program on the 
Minster has been subscribed. 


"We have had many spontane. 


ous gifts from Americans who 
have been here," said F. H. 
Berry, director of toe appeal 
campaign. " But for toe tax re. 
duction problem, there might 
have been more. 
"We'll have nothing to show 


for our two million except that 
the Minster is still standing," 
Berry said. "In fact, toe less 
it shows, toe better toe job has 
bsen done." 


The measures envisaged in- 


clude the placing of a rein. 
forced 
concrete 
ring beam 


round toe top of the central 
tower and a girdle of stainless 
steel wire at roof level to re. 
strain any outward movement. 


The piers, already strapped 


to prevent any immediate dang, 
er to toe public, will be grouted 
(toe cracks filled) and strength- 
ened by stainless steel. 


Only then can new foundations 


be inserted by drilling piles 
down 55 feet at an angle through 
existing 
masonry to a level 


where there is solid ground. 
Concrete and stainless steel 
will link toe piles with toe 
existing stone foundations. 


A cathedral church stood on 


the site of York Minster about 
six centuries before Archbish. 
op de Gray began toe present 
building in 1220.
